SMALL GARDEN YIELDS PROFIT AND PLEASURE 


SAYS AUTHORITY WHO WRITES OF SUCCESS 


By John N 
While the writer has a patch of 
ground about 42x90, used exclusively 
for the growing of vegetables, he docs 
not aim to keep it all producing at one 
time. My plan is to set aside 
1 half of 
the area for spring and Hummer crops, 
tho remainder for those of fall and win­ 
ter. By this arrangement that part not 
actually growing vegetables is being 
prepared for later jise. 


In order to maintain fertility the use 
of barnyard manure is advocatel by 
the best authorities, if it can be had 
without difficulty or great expense, as 
this contains several fertilizing ele­ 
ments in varying quantities, besides 
tho straw so necessary to supply hu­ 
mus. 
This decaying matter keeps the 
noil light .and porous, causing it to re­ 
tain moisture, and rendering it more 
easily cultivated. If manure cannot be 
had, the next best is to grow a cover [ 
CTop, i. e. a succulent growth of peas, 
vetch, 
clover, 
barley or something 
similar, which, when it has attained its 
full growth, can be turned under either 
by plowing or spading in. I have fol-' 
lowed this latter method for several 
years, although UBing stable manure 


tin well, adding at the time of sowing 
tho vegetable sped some commercial 
fertilizer in addition, in order to hasten 
maturity of the "crop. I sow only munll 
portions of this prepared land at a time 
in ord<;r to avoid maturing too much of 
one'kind of vegetable simultaneously. 


After my spring crops arc; about all 
harvestod, which is usually some time 
in 
July, I commence sowing buck­ 
wheat broadcast in tho unoccupied 
placos. This grows quickly during the 
hot weather, specially if frequently ir­ 
rigated or sprinkled. In about six weoks 
it will bloom and tho eceds will ripon 
and fill to tho ground. 
Tho tops can 
then bo spaded in and within a short 
tirno it will bo seen coming up again. 
After this second crop has gone to soed, 
a third will come, providing the season 
is not to'o far advanced, but the stand 
will not bo as heavy as before. 
This 
method can bo followed at little ex­ 
pense, as tho cost of buckwheat soed 
and commercial fertilizer is small com­ 
pared with that of stable manure.-Even 
if, manure can bo had,, this arrangement, 
-will still bo beneficial to tho soil. To­ 
wards the end of the year barley* or 
.jjpas may be sown -f ofer* cover crop, as 
both will withstand the cold better than 
the buckwheat. 
-x •"' 


Many pooplo fail In vegetablo culture 
by planting out of season, and when 
nothing develops, thoy bocomo discour­ 
aged, blamo it on tho seed or the denier, 
and givo up. If one will but procure a 
•catalogue from any roliablo Hoodsinan; 
the tables therein will show when tho 
various woods should be sown to got tho 
bost results. 


There are both warm and cold, weath­ 
er vegetable^ and it Is UHOIOBB to en­ 
deavor to start any summer Hoods in 
tho open ground during tho very cold 
months, which aro • usually December 
and January. 
This has boon specially 
truo tho'past few months, during which 
wo huvo experienced more continuous 
cold weather than for many yonrs. 
Howovor, floods for somo summer vege­ 
tables can bo sown In a hot-bod, if 
facilities for such are available, the 
young plants to bo transplanted to tho 
garden later, but this hardly pays on a 
email scale. It is hotter to save time 
and trouble by buying from a denier 
.young plants of tomatoes, poppers, ogg 
plant and swoot potatoes, which may 
bo had usually early in March and aftor 
notting theBO out in tho gardon just 
whore thoy are to grow. ., 


I make a practlco of sowing seods 
true to a line, which facilitates both 
cultivation and irrigation. In this way 
when irrigation Is necessary, a furrow 
can bo mado on both sides of tho plants, 
Ailed with water, und after it has soak­ 
ed in, tho earth drawn back again, thus 
conserving tho moiHturo and preventing 
a .crust forming on tho surface. The 
water will thus reach tho roots whoro 
It is most needed, will last longer and 
bo worth more than any superficial 
sprinkling. 
When 
irrigating 
large 
plants like tomatoes, poppers and ogg 
jilant, it is botter to form n busin 
-around each and All with wator several 
tlmos, aftor which the earth can bo re­ 
placed. 


Do not burn clippings, primings, or 
other garden rofuso; they aro valuable, 
but either pilo them up, wot or cover 
-with earth, or dig a holo in somo con- 
•vient spot and fill and cover as above, 
and aftor It has bocomo rottod, It will 
prove a useful addition to your grow­ 
ing plants. It may also be screonod 
and used as a mulch ovor sowings made 
during summor when seods are apt to 
perish for lack of moisture A little 
of this scattered on top of the ground 
after tho seeds are plantod will provent 
a crust forming, which the young Hhoots 
would have dlffioulty In penetrating.

tail, there is an incentive to grow thei* 
yourself. 
The onion makes roots near 


the 
top of the ground, so requires rich 
soil to (tevelop to perfection. The best 
fertilizer is poultry manure. Care must 
bo taken when using, as it heats up 
quickly when wet. If a Bmall patch of 
ground can be covered with this manure 
and immediately turned under, wot from 
time to time, and turned over again, 
the soil should be in prime condition 
for a good crop. A small quantity can 
also be added at intervals during the 
growing season with much benefit, on 
the theory that small amounts of fer­ 
tilizer applied from time to time are 
better than a large quantity all at once. 
Onion seed may bo sown anywhere in 
the garden, and when the plants are 
as large in diameter as a lead pencil, 
can be transplanted to a permanent bed 
with rows 12 to 15 inches apart and 
plants five inches apart in the row. If 
one desires to save time, the sots may 
be had from a dealer and planted in tho 
snme manner. In a few months you 
may either use them for green onions 
or wait until they reach full size-find 
ripen, at which time-the tops will with­ 


er nnd turn brown. They may then be 
pulled, cured and stored for future use. 
Tho onion is one of the most profitable 
vegetables to grow, even in times ^vhen 
prices are low, by reason of the meth­ 
od of culture, the plants being close 
together, nnd in consequence a large 
number aro produced in a small space. 


Another most prolific Vcgotable is tho 
string' bean, of which the Kentucky 
Wonder is without a rival. My method 
is to plant a dozen or so seeds in a 
hill, after first removing three or fpur 
inches of soil. Aftor the plants reach 
a height of several inches tho earth 
may be grajually flllod in around them, 
the objoct being to have tho roots deep 
whore the soil is cooler and more moist. 
Lator leave four of the strongest plants 
and pull up the others. I have grown 
vines of this variety 12 to 14 feet high, 
which produced pods nine inches long 
of the choicest flavor nnd texture. The 
vinos will, of course, require poles or 
stakes of some kind upon which to run. 
Lasi season I pvfrqhasod from tho lum­ 
ber yard somo 2x2 rough redwood, cut 
to 14 or 15 feet long.. These I stained 
for ^preservation after cutting one end; 
to >'k^ point4;'Wtieft( ndt in actual use 
thoy ftre stacked lip* awaiting the plant 
ing. season, and I expect them to last 
many years. By planting two or throe 
hills at a __time, about a month or so 
apart, you will have boans galore nil 
soason. This deep method of planting 
can he applied also to summer squash 
thinning out later to two or throe of 


the 
strongost plants to tho hill. 


I have concluded that if my vegeta­ 
bles cost as much to grow ns it would 
to buy them, that I am still ahoad, as 
tho quality is bettor, tho freshness un­ 
equalled, while tho exorcise, pleasure 
and recreation derived from tho work 
cannot bo measured in dollars or conts. 


Bo, I say to all having a piece of 
ground availablo, no mattor how Bmall, 
grow something, and thank your lucky 
stars that you are living in a land 
whore somo vogotable can bo grown 
tho year round.
